prudence. No precaution is neglected, and the great blow 
will not be struck till all is in readiness. 

The spectacle of the advancing forces is strikingly 
picturesque. The troops, as they file down the precipitous 
pass and emerge upon the plain far below at our feet, 
proceeding then at a brisk pace along the dusty zig-zag 
Greek roads, present the appearance of a gigantic serpent. 
The men descend the mountain slopes singing patriotic 
airs, and indulging from time to time in hoarse shouts of 


victory and defiance. 
Wednesday, April 21, 11 a.m. 

All last night the Greeks were engaged in strongly forti- 
fying their positions on’ the summit of Mount Kritiri. 

As soon as day dawned the battle was resumed, the 
attacking force pene gotes, on a hill vis-a-vis. The two 
poets are separa by aravine. After a terrific fusil- 
ade, which was maintained for some time, the Greeks 
attempted to storm the Turkish position, but were repulsed 
with fearful loss. It is upon the same battle ground as 
yesterday that the forces are contending. 

Major-General Djelal Pusha is among the dead. The 
division commanded by Nechat Pasha has thus now lost 
both its brigadiers, a fact which speaks eloquently for the 
severe and oe ce nature of the conflicts in which the 
division has been engaged. 


The Mati Artillery Duel 

on Friday, April 23, was a grand sight as viewed 
by the Daily News Special, who informed us from 
Tyrnavos on tie eyening of that fateful day that 
he witnessed the spectacle from the then Greek 
headquarters at Kritiri, a rocky hill about fifty 
feet high. He said the Turks 

at first made a combined cavalry and infantry attack 
which was repulsed without much difficulty. Then followed 
the artillery , which lasted with few intermissions from 
8a.m. till 5 p.m. The Turkish shells came screaming about 


us, but seemed, owing to the long range and bad gunnery, 
to have a predilection fora t freshly sown wheat-field 


-behind us, which certainly will require no further ploughing 


this year to bring forth a full crop of shrapnel. 
The Greek artillery, comprising. three field and one 
mountain screw-gun batteries, was rather slow to fire, but 


‘when it began it was in good earnest. Soon the Greek 


support on the heights of Losfaki, consisting of twenty-five 
hundred men with two mountain guns, joined in the fire, 
as against Gritzovali, where the Turks had their right 
wing. For hours the air was full of screaming shells, 
chiefly shrapnel. 


How the Greek Retreat was 
Brought About 


was next described by the same active Corre- 
spondent— 


About three p.m. the enemy’s artillery fire began to 
come only from Ligaria, and hence the Greeks turned their 
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last few days.. I found the Turkish commander pleasantly 
installed in one of the tents abandoned by the Greeks, ina 
picturesque spot near a spring of limpid water. 

Edhem Pasha laughingly remarked, “I am really grate- 
ful to the Greek Commander for having given me these 
agreeable quarters.” He then went on to comment upon 
the Greek retreat, declaring that it was a general flight. 
“They have,” he said, “left everything behind them, 
including immense quantities of artillery ammunition, 
which we will be able to use for our own guns. They 
have also left large stores of biscuits, sardines, wire, 
brandy, and other provisions.” ` 

Edhem Pasha does not understand the sudden flight of 
the Greeks without firing a single shot, but he says it is 
no doubt the result of a manceuvre executed by the 
Turkish troops after they had captured Deliler. He 
then decided to throw forward the left wing by a 
long detour. The march was begun during the night, 
but, unfortunately, there were among the forces 
many regiments of Albanians, who invariably sing on 
the march, and it was impossible to m i them quiet. In 
another hour the Greek lines would have been entered ; but 
the Greek soldiers, no doubt, heard the Albanians singing 
their war songs as they advanced. Thereupon, it appears, 
panic spread to the very centre of the Greek encampment, 
and immediate orders were given for a general retreat. 

As soon as he entered the town Edhem Pasha issued 
orders that nothing was to be burned. He appointed a 
governor and posted sentinels before the Greek churches 
and the shops, the doors and windows of which had been 
left open. hem Pasha has received information that the 
Greek vessels which bombarded Katerina attempted to 
land soldiers, but were prevented, and that several small 
Greek boats were sunk, 


Edhem Pasha has been Decorated 


with the Order of Nichan-i- Imtiaz. Hairi 
Pasha, Neshad Pasha, Memdukh Pasha, Haidar 
Pasha, Hakki Pasha, and Hamdi Pasha, the 
Commanders of the -six divisions of the Turkish 
army, have been decorated with the grand cordon 
of the Order of Osmanieh set in brilliants. 


The Greek Government 


decided to persevere in the struggle, and to 
resist the further advance of the Turks with the 
greater energy in that the new line of defence in 
southern Thessaly is considered far stronger than 
the frontier line, where the Turks gained the 
advantage owing to superiority of position. 
Colonel Smolenski has been appointed Chief of 
the General Staff in Thessaly, with powers to 
choose the members of his staff. The new 
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fire exclusively in that direction, and began firing battery 
volleys, thinking the enemy were concentrating thither, 
and hoping to pound them up against the craggy ascent of 
Melouna. 

But the wily Turk was equal to the emergency. Under 
cover of this ostensible artillery retreat his infantry rushed 
rapidly along the foot of the mountains towards the en- 
trance of the Tempe Pass and occupied the village of 
Deleria just in time to forestall Colonel Mavyromichali, 
who was marching upon the place with two infantry 
columns and three squadrons of Sanat. Colonel 
Mavromichali thereupon retreated precipitately to Kritiri 
without firing a shot. 

Almost simultaneously the Commander of Losfaki tele- 
graphed to Larissa by heliograph that the Turks were 
making a circuitous movement to outflank his position, 
and that his retreat would be cut off unless he were 
immediately reinforced. - 

These two movements, threatening to outflank the Greek 
army at Mati on both sides, induced headquarters at 
Larissa to order a general retreat, which began about dark, 
in spite of the fact that several battalions and three field 
batteries, including that commanded by Prince Nicholas, 
could be seen just before sundown marching across the 
great lain from Tyrnavos to reinforce the Greek army. 
This decision created consternation among the Greek 
troops, who were utterly bewildered at such a step in the 
hour of apparent victory. 


The Daily News Special slept at Tyrnavos on 
Friday se’nnight, and arrived at Volo after a 
fifteen hours’ ride with his host, Captain Panas.

At Larissa we found allin utter despair and confusion. 
Troops were arriving incessantly, and the streets were 
choked with ammunition trains, all bound for Pharsala, 
where it had been decided to make a stand against the 
enemy as being an important strategic point. The in- 
habitants were oars the town en masse in long files of 
carts, und with horses laden with the family chattels, while 
able-bodied people, and even tottering men and 
women, walked sadly behind, all bound for Pharsala or Volo.

WELCOME, COLONEL JOHN HAY! 
T° new American Ambassador, I am 


heartily glad to say, was most cor- 
dially welcomed on the occasion of 
his arrival at Southampton in the 
American liner St. Paul. The Mayor of South- 
ampton congratulated Colonel John Hay in a 
felicitous speech, referring to the fact that nearly 
three centuries ago the Mayflower sailed from 
near that spot. The Mayor happily quoted the 
following lines, written by the Ambassador when 
he could not possibly have foreseen that he 
would be the future representative of the Great 
Republic in this country— 
Once more hail England— 
As I walk thy streets, 
Old names ring out with a trumpet’s blare. 
To thee, the cradle of our race, we come 
To warm our hearts with ancient altar fires, 
Not breaking fealty to a dearer home. 
Thy children’s children, from whatever skies, 
Greet the high welcome of thy deathless eyes, 
Thou fair and mighty mother of our sires. 
Colonel Hay, in response, said he was “no 
stranger to English hospitality, and he brought 
the affectionate greetings of millions of their 
fellow-kindred across the sea.” I feel no little 
satisfaction in recalling the fact that The Penny 
Illustrated Paper was the first Engiish journal to 
announce the appointment of Colonel John Hay 
at a time when many others positively stated that 
Mr. Chauncey Depew would be Mr. Bayard’s 
successor. The choice of Colonel Hay is warmly 
* appreciated in this country as an Ambassador 
peculiarly fitted for the post. He fought bravely 
for the Union on the battle-field; he was the 
trusted friend and private secretary of President 
Lincoln. He represented America at Madrid, 
and at other Continental Courts with great tact, 
geniality, and judgment; and he distinguished 
himself as a journalist and poet.

RSON — forgery —felony — embezzlement ! 
These were some of the counts on which 
William Temperley was particularly 
wanted. He had been cleverly run to

When Mr. Scanlon read the foregoing epistle 
he jumped for joy, as he felt sure that he had 
his man-now. -He remembered very little about 
Tim Gallagher, and cared still less to try. What 
he wanted was to recover, uhaided by detectives, 
if possible, the fugitive for whose sake he had 
lost his appointment. For he had a vague notion 
that he might thereby’succeed in reinstating 
himself in the good graces of the powers that be. 

Within the shortest practicable time he was in 
Liverpool, and on his way to the Cow and Clock. 
Picture his chagrin when he discovered that the 
bird had flown !

BY THE “P.I.P.” COTTAGE FARMER. 


Special Crops. 


HERE are several important points 
which it is imperative to remember 
in cultivating special crops. 


Peas 

should have a finely working friable 
seed-bed ; the manure should be put 
down below the row, and the soil 
beneath that should be sub-dug or 
sub-ploughed beforehand. The spe- 
cial crop pea-growers in the South of 
England, who supply the bulk of 

as in the London markets in June, 
spread the dung over the surface, 
then plough it in, and work a seed- 
bed to sow in. They seldom sub- 
plough or work the manure down 
thoroughly, hence they fail to get a 
full crop. 


With Strawberries 

the roots of the plants should be kept short, dense, and 
bushy, and drought, the enemy of the strawberry-grower, 
should be fought by deep cultivation. In attaining the 
former—namely, a mass of feeding roots in the two oppo- 
site soils, heavy and light, the first will be got by heavy 
surface manuring and frequent working and stirring of 
the soil; in the latter by manuring immediately under the 
plants as well as around them, and by solidifying the 
surface to help to keep the roots at home. In a loose, 
light soil, roots will travel, and travelling roots cause the 
plants to be unfruitful. 


The Celery-Grower 
must take pains to have everything for the rapid carrying 
on of the young plants ready beforehand, remembering that 
young celery once checked during its growing period will 
bolt to seed the first opportunity. 


With Cauliflowers 
a big crop should never be attempted unless the soil has 
been either sub-dug or sub-ploughed. Also, the seedlings 
should never be neglected by letting them get overcrowded 
in the seed-bed or stunted by remaining there too long. 
Blind cauliflower plants disappoint every new grower; the 
blind seedlings are easily recognised, and should be pulled 
up and destroyed at sight. For a heavy 
Autumn Crop of Onions 

a sweet and wholesome seed-bed must be secured by burn- 
ing subsoil, spreading wood ashes, and other such plans; 
and seeds shouid be sown late rather than put into a cakey 
seed-bed. 


Pickling Onions — 
a most paying crop—should be sown very late and very 
thickly a seid the ground upon a well-solidified surface, 
covered lightly, and the weeds hand-picked. 


For Turnips 


as catch-crops, to secure a handsome-shaped, fast-growing 
sort, such as that illustrated, and thus have a sample that 
no buyer can pass by in the market, a showery time should 


be selected for sowing the seeds, They should be watched

springing up, and should not be pulled until turnips the 
size of duck’s eggs are visible. Please to remember that it 
is the tap root that sells the turnip—look at those in the 
picture.

ER MAJESTY HAS BENEFITED 
GREATLY IN HEALTH BY HER 
STAY AT CIMIEZ, where the Queen had 
the advantage of being in constant communication 
with the Prime Minister, whose visit to Beaulieu 

for recuperation after his attack of influenza occurred most 
opportunely at the time of the crisis in the lamentable 
quarrel between Turkey and Greece on account of the 
Cretan difficulty. Our relations with France are all the 
friendlier since the happy interview Her Majesty had with 
President Faure and Lord Salisbury’s ¢Gonsultations with 
M. Hanotaux in Paris. The Queen made liberal gifts to 
the poor, and bestowed souvenirs on the distinguished 
Frenchmen she met before leaving Cimiez. 


The Queen’s Twenty-Seventh Great-Grand- 
child: The Duke and Duchess of York 
have a Daughter.—On Sunday, the 25th ult., at 
3.30 p.m, the Duchess of York was safely delivered of a 
daughter at York Cottage, Sandringham. The Duke of 
York and Secretary Sir Matthew White Ridley were 
present. Her Royal Highness and the infant Princess are 
doing perfectly well. The happy event was made known 
by the firing of the Park and Tower guns. The accouche- 
ment had been anticipated for a week, and Sir John 
Williams, M.D., who attended the Duchess at White 
Lodge on June 23, 1894, when Prince Edward was born, and 
York Cottage on Dec. 14, 1895, when Prince Albert was born, 
had been residing in the neighbourhood for a fortnight 
before the accouchement. The Princess of Wales and 
Princess Victoria hastened their return from Denmark in 
consequence of the happy event. 


The Prince of Wales and suite were present at,the 
Lyceum Theatre last Monday evening to see Sir Henry 
Irving and Miss Ellen Terry in ‘“ Madame Sans-Géne.” 
H.R.H. also attended Epsom Spring Meeting. 


Mr. Balfour on the Neutrality of England. 
On the reassembling of the Commons after the Easter 
Holidays, last Monday, Mr. Balfour announced that 
England, like the rest of the Great Powers, had decided 
upon an attitude of neutrality in the war between Turkey 
and Greece; but as soon as a favourable opportunity 
occurred they would be desirous of offering their good 
offices as mediators. Having assumed the occupation of 
Crete before the outbreak of the war, the Powers, the First 
Lord of the Treasury added, had determined that the island 
should be considered neutral, and the blockade was main- 
tained for the purpose of preventing opposition to their 
authority. Mr. Curzon was unable to confirm or contradict 
the reports of the cruelties inflicted upon wounded Turks 
and Greeks. After four hours’ debate, the Necessitous 
Board Schools Bill was read a second time by 122 votes 
to 41. 


The Visit of the German Emperor to the 
Emperor Francis Joseph last week, and the 
Austrian Emperor’s journey from Vienna to see the 
Czar at St. Petersburg, seem to portend, according to 
some politicians, a closer Russo-Austro-German alliance 
with regard to the eternal Eastern Question. 


The Visit of Lord Wolseley to Gibraltar. 
In the Fortress orders issued last Monday, Lord Wolseley 
requested Sir Robert Biddulph, Governorand Commander- 
in-Chief of Gibraltar, to express to the officers and men his 
great satisfaction at all he had seen. Lord Wolseley adds 
that he was much pleased with the artillery practice. It is 
to be hoped the sea trip has been beneficial to the Com- 
munder-in-Chief’s health. 


Prince Joseph of Battenberg.—The betrothal is 
announced of Princess Anna, daughter of Prince Nicholas 
of Montenegro, to Prince 
Francis Joseph of Batten- 
berg. Prince Nicholas of 
Montenegro gave a lun- 
cheon at the Hôtel de la 
Paix at Nice in honour of 
the event. Princess Anna 
dined with the Queen one 
day last week. She is 
twenty - three years old, 
and, like all the daughters 
of Prince Nicholas, strik- 
ingly handsome. Prince 
Francis Joseph of Batten- 
berg is the youngest brother 
of the late Prince of Bul- 

ria and Prince Henry of 

ttenberg, and was born 
in 1861. The guests at the 
wedding will be Prince 
Louis of Battenberg, the 
Prince of Naples and his 
wife (sister of the bride), 
the Duke of Leuchtenberg 
and the Duchess (a Monte- 
negrin Princess), and Prince 
Peter Karageorgevitch. The 
Czar and the King of Servia 
will send special envoys. 
The Empress of Russia, it 
is stated, is preparing a wedding present of great value for 
Princess Anna.

The Route of the Royal Diamond Jubilee 
Procession appears to have been fixed, although those 
who occupy the houses overlooking the south side of 
Trafalgar Square are dissatisfied at the decision to proceed 
by way of the north of the;Square through ;Duncannon 
Street. The little map we print gives the route to be 
followed by Her Majesty on June 22, Starting in the 
morning from Buckingham Palace, the grand regal pro- 
cession is to go up Constitution Hill to Hyde Park Corner, 
turning there eastward, and going along Piccadilly as far 
as St. James’s Street, down that thoroughfare and via Pall 
Mall, oe the National Gallery to Duncannon Street, 
through the Strand, Fleet Street, and Ludgate Hill tu 
St. Paul’s Cathedral, where an open-air thanksgiving 
service of very brief duration is to take place outside the 
west entrance. After the service the route will be along 
the south side of the Cathedral to Cheapside, the Mansion 
House, and thence through King William Street and over 
London Bridge to the Borough High Street (where 
Chaucer’s pilgrims gathered at the recently demolished 
old Tabard Inn), then by the comparatively new Borough 
Road to St. George’s Circus (with its dilapidated obelisk to 
Brass Crosby, Lord Mayor of Londonin 1770), Westminster 
Bridge Road, Westminster Bridge, up Parliament Street 
and Whitehall, through the Horse Guards, and down the 
centre of the Mall to the Palace. That Her Majesty may 


be in the best of health, that England may be at peace with 
all the world, and that. ‘* Queen’s weather” may make all 
our hearts rejoice on the day we must all deyoutly wish. 


Colonel Victor Milward, who has initiated the 
Jubilee bonfire movement, has sat in the House of 
Commons for a couple of 
years as Conservative M.P. 
for the Stratford-on-Avon 
division of Warwickshire. 
He isa needle manufacturer 
at Redditch, in Worcester- 
shire, an enthusiastic 
Volunteer, and an import- 
ant personage in Midland 
society.

The 
quarrel sprang from M. Clémenceau’s protest against the 
Prince’s family objecting to the Princess exhibiting herself 
in tights as a pose plastique.

line, Russia will not only be abe to struggle on equal 
terms with Great Britain for the enormously valuable 
trade of the Chinese Empire, but her port at Vladivu- 
stock will be linked by through lines of railway 
with the extreme boundaries of her empire. During this 
year over seven millions sterling are to be spent by the 
Russian Government in pushing forward this gigantic 
enterprise, which has already swallowed up over twenty-six 
millions, and upon which 70,000 labourers are engaged. It 
is not impossible that the opening of the line (which it is 
hoped may take place in 1899) may exercise a revolution in 
the world’s lines of commerce. It may be added that the 
railway will open up the extensive gold and other mineral 
resources of Siberia, of which we have received the most 
favourable reports. 


The Steam-ship ‘‘Grantor”’ was Wrecked 
on the Hartwell Reef off Bonavisto, Cape 
Verde Islands, on the 31st of March, and the survivors 
have just returned to England. The steamer, 4000 tons 
deadweight, was on her fourth voyage, and was bound for 
Santos, South America, with coal from Penarth, South 
Wales. She struck at 8 p.m. on the reef (sunken), and 
was soon full of water. She settled on the reef with decks 
awash, and probably by now has gone to pieces. The 
starboard life-boat was upset, and three men were drowned, 
including the third engineer, Mr. Soltau, of London. 
Second Engineer George Rennie and three of the crew were 
washed on a small bank called Dutch Island, after being 
about two hougs in the water. The captain, S. Garnett, 
was washed on to a small portion of the exposed part of 
the reef, and remained there with the water continually 
breaking over him. ‘The second officer and two sailors 
swam to the shore, some three miles off. The port life- 
boat, in charge of the first officer, Mr. Perry, arrived safely 
on shore after being at sea for twenty-four hours. The 
steam-ship Grantor was owned by J. Holman and Sons, of 
Lime Street, London, and was classed Al at Lloyd’s and 
insured.

This is the American plan, and it obtains also in 
some of the Continental cities. I cannot under- 
stand, for my part, why stages were ever con- 
structed on the ‘raked’ principle. Now I must 
ask you to excuse me, but I will hand you over 
to my stage-manager, Mr. B. Shelton, who, I am 
sure, Will tell you all you want to know regarding 
the stageand its appliances.” Thanks to the kind- 
ness of that gentleman, as well as to that of Mr. 
Fitzroy Gardner, who accompanied Mr. Tree to 
America, I visited all parts of the house, 
both before and behind the curtain, and, 
I need not add, derived much pleasure in 
doing so. T E L. 


THE WORLD OF PASTIME. 


Amateur Athletes and their Expenses. 


HAT is an amateur ? is a question which has been 
pondered over ever since our sports and pastimes 


began to be regularly taken in hand by properly | 


constituted bodies. 


The Amateur Athletic Association 

has always set its face against the taking of expenses, yet 
no member of Oxford and Cambridge Universities who has 
som peted in the boat-race or sports has, to my knowledge, 
been objected to at meetings held under A. A. A. laws, 
though it is the rule for these young ‘‘ Blues ” to have their 
expenses defrayed by the University boat club or athletic 
club, as the case may be. Even the Amateur Rowing 
Association, whose rules are, perhaps, stricter than those of 
any other body, permitted the paying of members’ expenses 
by clubs in the case of crews rowing at Henley and else- 
where, and it was this apparently absurd divergence of 
opinion which induced the A.A.A. to consider the necessity 
for some alteration in Clause 2 of Law 1. The change was 
formally proposed by the sub-committee at the annual 
general meeting on Saturday last, and henceforth the rule 
will stand as follows: ‘“ A competitor in athletic com- 
petitions (other than A.A.A. championships, or bond-jide 
International, inter-club, inter-team, inter-college, or inter- 
school eontests) who asks for or
